Cats,  dogs,  owl,  bats,  frogs,  worms,  and  other  creatures  oi 
night.    The  sweet  song  of  a  nightingale  breaks  out  in  the  stillness. 

Scene  II.  Dawn. 

The  cock  whispers  his  secret  to  the  pheasant  hen  that  it  is  he 
who  makes  the  dawn  and  causes  the  sun  to  appear.  With  sublime 
faith  in  his  mission  he  utters  his  song  thro  which  the  cry  of  earth 
escapes  to  heaven,  love  lending  strength  to  his  faith. 

Scene  III.  Full  day.  The  sun  appears.  His  beams  play  over  the 
mountain  tops ;  butterflies  and  katydids  bask  in  his  light ;  pansies, 
carnations,  forget-me-nots  lift  up  their  heads  and  welcome  his  rays.
